“HOWLING” BETRAYS FEAR 


Premier MacDonald and some of the 
other Labor members of Britain's Na- 
tional Government are being given a 
rough passage through the election cam- 
paign by their former supporters and as- 
sociates. They have been “howled down” 
on several occasions when they sought to 
address public meetings. It does not fol- 
low that they are thus done a dis-service, 
or that their chance of election is made 
less. 

Whatever the campaign meeting 
“howlers’” may think they are accom- 
plishing, there is only one meaning that 
can be attributed to their noise-making. 
They are obviously afraid to let the minis- 
state their case, lest this should ap- 
peal to public reason and gain support for 
them. Men who think they have the best 
of an argument do not refuse to allow 
their opponents to display the weakness of 
their position. 

Breaking up a meeting is about the 
highest tribute his opponents can pay to 
the platform ability of their supposed 
victim and the soundness of the case he 
has to present. When his critics sit silent 
and let him talk a speaker may suspect 
that he is not doing them much damage. 
That fact is likely to be particularly ap- 
parent to the public in Great Britain, who 
have seen many election campaigns and 
who have also a traditional regard for 
fair play,

with sometimes strong Jerking move- 
ments of the arms and legs, and in 
advanced cases abnormal mental con- 
ditions. It is not ordinarily cons d- 
ered curable, although the patient may 
live for a very long time without the 
d'sease becoming appreciably worse 
I have, however, seen some cas 
where the fasting and dieting regi- 
men proved benef'cial in stoppin” 
the progress of the discase and even 
bringing about some improvement. 
This is probably because of the elim- 
‘nation of the toxic elements, I wou'd 
euggest a citrus fruit or a tomato juice 
fast for about ten days followed by a 
balanced diet.
